- Now though I never came to hear this Prieſt, nor never had one 
penny worth of Service from him, yet he hath by force and violence

bounds, on the fide next the Steeple-houſe yard, flat on the ground, 
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and-cauſed the Trench to be filled afterwards; and with the clamor_ 


that he made ſeveral of the Neighbours came, and the Prieſt asked 
me- before them, whether I would own that Letter I lately Tent ro bim;, 
I bid him produce it, and read it to them, for I would affuredly'own 
it, but he wonld not produce it, The eccaſion of my writing this Let- 
ter to-him was this : after he had taken away wy goods for Tythes, as 
is before recited, ſome of my Relations ſaw that my goods werelike 
to be ſold under hand; they madean agreement with the Prieſt for to 
pay him twenty poutid, and they to {ell the Goods, and(as they ſay)the 
relidue they will keep for bim till another time, that he makes war 
again ; but I do here teſtifie, thatI am ſo far from conſenting to this 
Agreement, or having any hand to bring about this concluſion, that 
to the utmoſt of my.'power 1 endeavoured'to binder ard withſtand it, 
as the Lord, who knows, bears mewitneſs;' and when this Agreement 
was thus patch'd up,there was a general Releaſe under the Priefts hand 
and ſeal ſent to me, which I returned back again ro himwith this Lec- 
ter, a Copy whereof follows. ET
